CHICAGO, APRIL 13 1901 





THE circulation statement of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, issued April Ist, 1901, shows that the circulation 
per capita is $28.25. 








THe industrial outlook in the states of Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa and Missouri 
promises to surpass that of any previous season. 








REPRESENTATIVE Babcock, of Wisconsin, will, it is 
said, reintroduce his bill early in the next Congress 
providing for the removal of tariff duties on steel. 








Exports from the United States to Porto Rico and 
the Philippines continue to grow. To Hawaii the ex- 
ports are no longer recorded because of the refusal of 
exporters to continue their statements since the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii and its establishment as a customs dis- 
trict of-the United States. The latest figures of the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics show that the exports 
from the United States to Porto Rico in the 8 months 
ending with February, 1901, were $4,295,953, against 
$2,219,721 in the corresponding months of the preceding 
fiscal year, $1,326,663 in the corresponding period end- 
ing with February, 1899, and $1,200,067 in the cor- 
responding period ending with February, 1898. To the 
Philippines our exports in the 8 months ending with 
February, 1901, were $2,767,881, against $1,701,403 in 
the corresponding period of the preceding fiscal year, 
$117,021 in the same period of the fiscal year 1899, and 
$69,235 in the same period ending with February, 1898. 








Tue central feature of the forthcoming Charles- 
ton Exposition will undoubtedly be the Cotton Palace, 
which will hold the place of honor in the Court of 
Palaces. It is proposed to show in it the cottonseed 
eady for planting, the cotton plant growing, the boll 
‘n its different stages, the seed cotton as picked from 
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the boll, the lint as it comes from the gin, the model of 
the first gin, as well as of the old screw, the farmer’s 
bale ready for the local market and the compress bale 
ready for the factories. The different processes of the 
cotton mill, showing the progress of the lint to finished 
cloth and all types of machinery used in cotton manu- 
facture, will also be shown. This exhibit will include 
the display of all qualities of the product of southern 
cotton mills, as well as of all the finer grades of cotton 
cloths not manufactured at the south, for the purpose of 
illustrating what the south has already done, and the 
field that still remains open for it. An exhibit of rope, 
cord and twine will be included in this display. 








Exports of iron and steel manufactures from the 
United States continue to increase. An analysis of the 
February export figures has just been completed by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, and it shows that the 
total for the eight months ending with February, 1901, 
is six and a half millions in excess of the unparalleled 
figure of last year, and nearly three times the total for 
the eight months ending with February, 1891, thus 
showing an increase of 10 per cent in a single year 
and 333 per cent in the decade. In the eight months 
ending with February, 1891, iron and steel formed but 
3 per cent of the total domestic exports from the United 
States; in the eight months just ended they form 8 
per cent, being $81,553,132, against $75,053,768 in the 
corresponding months of the fiscal year 1900, and $18,- 
823,884 in the same months of 1891. 

Not only is the total larger in the aggregate, but 
it covers a greater diversity of products, thus showing 
that the manufacturers of the United States are not 
only incfeasing their output, but each year fabricating 
a larger proportion of their product and thereby secur- 
ing for themselves and the labor employed thereon a 
greater share of the profits accruing from such manu- 
facture. 








THE rapidly increasing share of the world’s sugar 
consumption which is supplied from sugar beets is 
pointed out by a publication just issued by the Treas- 
urv Bureau of Statistics. Under the head of “The 
World’s Sugar Crop of 1900,” it shows that the total 
beetsugar production of that year was 5,950,000 tons, and 
the cane sugar crop 2,850,000 tons, more than two-thirds 
of the world’s sugar supply being thus produced from 
beets. This statement is followed by a table showing 
the cane and beet sugar production in each decennial 
year, beginning with 1840, and the percentage which 
these rival sugar plants have in supplying the sugar 
consumption of the world. This table shows that in 
1840 beets supplied less than 5 per cent of the world’s 
sugar consumption; by 1850 they supplied over 14 per 
cent; by 1870, 34 per cent; by 1890, over 63 per cent, 
and in 1900, 67.71 per cent. The growth of sugar con- 
sumption is also shown in a striking manner by this 
table. In 1840 the total sugar crop of the world was 
only 1,150,000 tons; in 1870, 2,416,000 tons; in 1890, 
5,702,000 tons, and in 1900, 8,800,000 tons. The 
world’s population has no more than doubled during 
the 60 years, probably not so much ; yet its consumption 
of sugar is today fully eight times as much as in 1840.

In his article on the forthcoming meeting of this 
association, he says: 

“For some time back there have been reports of 
quotations that were not in accordance with the 
schedules of the association, but as few sales have been 
made, no great harm has resulted.” * * * 

“Some of the manufacturers have utilized the dull 
period to visit adjacent territory, with the hope of dis- 
posing of some goods, even if the method might not 
be agreeable to the manufacturers on whose field they 
trespassed.” * * * 

“The reports of both salesmen and manufacturers, 
however, agree that while irregular quotations have been 
made, orders have not been placed in any large quant- 
ity.”

Granted that “no harm has resulted” from 
irregular quotations, why should this editor feed trade 
irregularity, foster unfounded suspicions and stimulate 
inactivity, as it were, by alarming innuendoes and dis- 
quieting generalities? Why make dealers who have al- 
ready bought stoves uneasy for fear they have not re- 
ceived bottom prices? Why magnify a petty shading 
of a price into a general condition of trade demoraliza- 
tion ? 

It would greatly simplify matters if the gentleman 
erroneously designated as a “gibbering idiot” by our 
justly exasperated correspondent would give the names 
of the offending manufacturer and the extent of his 
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departure from the established price scale. Was this 
alleged cut made on ’97 pattern Todds or 1901 Oaks, 
on back number air tights or on new pattern cooks? 

Data of this character, if it is really at the disposal 
of the Metal Worker scribe would make even more in- 
teresting reading that the scintillating lucubrations 
quoted above. The function of a trade paper is to heal 
rather than irritate. When you see a trade sore, Mr. 
Editor, apply salve and not salt.

SELLING HARDWARE STAPLES TO GROCERY HOUSES. 


Not a little ripple of excitement has lately gone 
through the hardware circles by the sending out of a 
confidential circular to the grocery trade by a hardware 
jobbing house, asking them (the grocerymen) to look 
into and investigate certain hardware lines which they 
were preparing to introduce to their branch of trading 
as a profit gatherer. It is stated the catalogue purposed 
filling the grocery houses with a larger part of current 
staples found in every hardware store, and upon which 
the dealer depends for much of his earnings. 

NIPPED IN THE BUD. 


Lest some of the retailers become unduly excited let 
me say the central organization, or National Associa- 
tion of Retail Hardware Dealers, were able to nip the 
thing in the bud, and for the present it is in a state 
of innocuous desuetude. 

FRUITFUL OF FUTURE PROMISE. 

Now, if in its infancy, in its almost helplessness, 
hampered for money and working tools, the infant na- 
tional association can block a great bowlder and prevent 
a large destruction of the dealers’ business and earn- 
ings, how much more could it and will it accomplish 
if you but unloosen its hands, give it some power to 
work with, give it your loyal, earnest support, co- 
operate with it in action and by the use of a very few 
dollars of your money, that it may return to you a 
numerous fold profit. 


SHOULD JOIN BEFORE GOING TO BED. 


I think if every dealer could see one-half as clear!) 
as he should see the benefits arising from co-operative 
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organization, he would never close his eyes in sleep 
until he had become a full co-operating member of his 
state association, even if the cost was ten times the 
present set prices. He would go farther, he would urge 
his state into the national association, he would urge the 
placing of a good, live organizer in the field, whose time 
should be prorated among the states of the association. 
Such a movement would bring results. It would bring 
organization and strength. Do the railroad kings, the 
steel barons, the oil magnates hesitate or stand back for 
a few dollars in cash? I guess not, says Mary Ann. 


INCREASED DIVIDENDS. 


They know how to succeed and succeed well. Costs 
are overbalanced by increased dividends. The increased 
dividends to the retail dealer would not come through 
debenture bonds, common or preferred stock, but in the 
better protection of his business, in learning better 
methods, in shortening the lines of unfair competition, 
unwholesome growth, fungus formations. 


A CRUCIAL TIME. 


Within the last twenty-five years there never has 
been a time when more spirit, more activity, more thor- 
ough thought was required in the general retail business 
of the country and nation than now. 


PRESSURE TO THE LIMIT. 


Commence the twentieth century with that spirit. 
Yield not, take no rest, no vacation, line up, give your 
state association a little cash to work with, put your 
state in line, and through it a little cash into the hands 
of the officers of the national organization, and see the 
beneficial results follow. 


A NATIONAL ORGANIZER. 


What would $2,500 be to the several states now or- 
ganized and to their membership when prorated. That 
amount would put a pretty good organizer into the 
field and maintain him until next annual session. Who 
would begrudge his proportion of such an amount? 

FUND SECURED BY SUBSCRIPTION. 


Every dollar of that amount, and more, too, could 
be secured by such organizer through a one dollar sub- 
scription from each firm he might call upon. Ninety- 
nine out each one hundred firms called upon would con- 
tribute so small & sum as that towards the actual ex- 
penses, even if they stayed outside of membership. 

A VALUABLE SCHEME. 


The average dealer would be benefited more than 
$5.00 worth by one hour’s good talk with a hustling 
organizer, whose heart was in the work and whose pur- 
pose was success. Who moves the pawn? 

I do not like to do all the talking, all the urging, 
all the protesting, but I am confident the scheme when 
worked out will become immensely valuable to the re- 
tailer, and none the less valuable to wholesaler and 
manufacturer. 

BUILD UP ONE AND YOU BUILD THE OTHERS. 


You cannot benefit the retailer without benefiting 
manufacturer and wholesaler. Build up the one and you 
build the others. Upon the foundation rests the super- 
structure. The stronger the foundation the more stable 
the building. In trade the retail man becomes the 
‘oundation, the jobber and manufacturer the super- 
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structure. You cannot improve the one and not the 
other. The jobber and manufacturer desire the up- 
building of the retailer, and will contribute his meas- 
ure of support. Map out the work, stake the course, 
bend the oar and the jobbing and manufacturing factors 
will aid in greasing the ways that your progress may be 
upward and onward. Try to help yourselves and others 
will help you. 
DELICACY OF A TRAVELER. 

Now for what some one else says. Not long since 
I met a man who represents a manufacturing and job- 
bing house. He was present at the last day’s ses- 
sion of a certain state convention. He was asked why 
not present earlier in the session with a display of his 
company’s wares? He answered by saying he thought 
such work an intrusion upon the retailer; did not con- 
sider such a fit time for manufacturer or jobber to im- 
portune the retailer for his business. At such times, 
said he, the retailers come together to talk over their 
troubles and discuss ways and means for their correc- 
tion. It’s a time for conference and sober, candid 
thought, a time when the earnestness of their cause de- 
mands their entire time, and those who sympathize with 
them should leave them alone in their deliberations. 


CONVENTION BUTTONHOLING DEPRECATED. 


The coming of exhibitors with their consort of 
camp followers, who hang around and seize every oppor- 
tunity to buttonhole some dealer, extending the glad 
hand and then pressing the business button, he con- 
sidered as an unjustifiable intrusion, often suicidal to 
some important measure. With the wholesaler or manu- 
facturer you see no parallel in their conventions. 

Now I have presented C.’s ideas, if not using his 
language, and most cheerfully present it to THE AMER- 
ICAN ARTISAN readers, dedicating it to association mem- 
bership wherever dispersed. 

PROGRESS WITH A CAPITAL P. 

Associations are yet young, many things still im- 
perfect; the sessions are too few to have them grow 
rapidly. The county gatherings should be perfected ; 
once organized should have frequent meetings, say three 
or four yearly. When these measures are once put in 
force one can look for progress with a big P. 


COUNTY VS. STATE GATHERINGS. 


Suppose, before the next annual meeting of Iowa, 
one good meeting is held in each county, do not the read- 
ers of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN think the state conven- 
tion would be a hummer, with large music and good 
fruit? 

Few dealers feel they can afford two or three days 
at a state convention, but most of them can afford one 
day at a county gathering three or four times a year. 

WHO WILL SET THE PACE? 

At these gatherings the sub-divided questions could 
be talked over and placed in the hands of one or two 
men who could successfully handle them at the state 
meeting. These county gatherings would not be hamp- 
ered by well meaning intruders. The time usually taken 
up by such friends could be spent in getting better ac- 
quainted one with the other. Who moves the chess- 
man? Will Iowa set the pace or will Illinois?

These have removable 
tanks and sight feed. They are japanned, nickel and 
aluminum trimmed. 


The United States Steel Co. and the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel & Tin Workers will, it is said, 
clash for the first time on April 15th. The locus of this 
fight is the W. Dewees Wood plant of ‘The American 
Sheet Steel Co. at McKeesport, Pa. 


It is reported that a new steel range concern to be 
known as the Atlas Range Co., will shortly be located 
at Greenfield, Ind. C. M. Trautman, formerly general 
manager of the Eagle Range Co., Shelbyville, Ind., is 
among those interested. 


On and after April 15th the Pittsburg Stove & 
Range Co. will be located at their new offices and ware- 
rooms, corner of Robinson and Darragh streets, Alle- 
gheny. This location is about four blocks from their old 
store on Liberty avenue, across the Allegheny river. 


Henry Gleason, 258 Broadway, N. Y., sends us a 
circular showing some very pretty designs in stove urns 
for which he is selling agent, as well as knobs, hinge 
pins, towel rods, air mixers for gas stoves, etc. The 
dainty tracery and exquisite finish of the urns shown in 
this circular give an interesting idea of the superb finish 
of these urns. 


The S. Obermayer Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, Chicago 
and Larimer, Pa., manufacturers of foundry facings 
and supplies, have remodeled their Larimer plant, in- 
stalled new machinery there, and increased the capacity 
to double its former capacity. At this plant they make a 
specialty of the manufacture of bituminous or coal fac- 
ings, and their present capacity is now 100 tons per day.

The Adams Co., Dubuque, Ia., are manufacturers 
of the Diamond stove pipe damper, with wood handle 
and nickel handle. It is made in 3 inch, 4 inch, 4%4 
inch, 5 inch, 54% inch, 6 inch, 7 inch and 8 inch sizes. 
The stem is extra long, pointed and strong enough to 
drive through ordinary pipe. It will pass through a 
small hole. The Diamond damper clip extends well 
into the center, flanging out so as to support the sheet 
steel blade. It is made in one size, suitable for any 
damper from 6 inches up. 


The Born Steel Range Co., Cleveland, O., are manu- 
facturers of Born’s cabinet style pastry oven for hotels, 
restaurants, institutions and bakers. It has patent 
turn doors, which roll up and back out of the way. 
Each baking compartment is separate. The flue pipes 
are covered and a heat equalizer is placed directly over 
the stove. The ventilating dampers are on each side of 
the fire box. Legs are used so that no foundation of any 
kind need be laid for it. It has double walls made of 
galvanized iron, with an air space between, insuring 
uniform temperature and economizing in fuel. 


The Eclipse Stove Co., Mansfield, O., send us a 
circular calling attention to their “New D.,” an im- 
proved form of the popular “D” series of the Triumph 
Eclipse steel range. The oven door and opening in this 
range is one inch higher. The oven door is square, do- 
ing away with the cut-off at the upper left-hand corner, 
and adding to the capacity of the upper part of the oven. 
The oven is 20x18.. A greater variety of covers is pro- 
vided—No. 7%, 8 or 9 covers on any one of the four 
sizes. The new cast reservoir encasement is another im- 
provement. The reservoir itself is of iron, white enam- 
eled inside. 


The Ringen Stove Co., St. Louis, Mo., send us a 
little booklet for the use of dealers, describing their 
Quick Meal wickless blue flame oil stoves. This has a 
couple of artistic pictures on both covers which show 
the old way of cooking by bricked-in fire place, and the 
new way with a Quick Meal wickless oil stove. In this 
respect the new way is immeasurably in advance of the 
old way. It also shows the osculatory embraces respect- 
ively of a last century cavalier and a modern drummer, 
and as between the two we prefer the “old way” hero, 
as in the “new way” picture the arm action is too high 
for artistic effect.

MUELLER HOT AIR FURNACES. 


The L. J. Mueller Furnace Co., 191 Reed St., Mil- 
waukee, Wis., have just issued a very handsome ‘new 
catalogue showing their line of Mueller hot air furnaces 
and combination hot air and hot water heaters.

This furnace 
has a large and deep ash pit. The fire pots are con- 
structed in two extra heavy parts with cup joint at the 
center, allowing them to expand and contract at the 
very point where required. In thickness they vary from 
three-fourths of ay inch on the smallest to one and one- 
half inches on the largest size furnace. They are deep 
and straight, preventing the ashes from accumulating 
on the sides. The feed section is fluted so that the 
air, as it flows from below, rises naturally between the 
pipes and is passed through between the radiators and 
over the dome. The pipes are far enough apart to allow 
a free current of air through between them. The gas 
dome directly over the fire pot receives the gases as they 
are expelled from the coal in the earlier process of com- 
hustion, and acting as a radiator, inwardly as well as 
outwardly, intensifies the heat. 

The double radiator is cast in one solid piece. The 
feed door has on the inside a perforated cast-plate and 
on the outside a horizontal slide, through which air is 
introduced to facilitate combustion of the gases. The 
ash pit door is provided with a drop door. The base 
rings are perforated and are made with double flanges 
one inch apart, allowing a free circulation of air be- 
tween the two casings. 
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The Mueller double return flue steel plate radi- 
ator furnace, for four-foot wood, has a fire box made 
of two extra heavy parts connected in deep, wide cup 
joints set in asbestos cement and securely held by heavy 
machine bolts. Deep corrugations add to the strength 
of the fire box and materially increase the fire sur- 
face. Two heavy cast iron pipes connecting the upper 
fire box with the radiator are a novel feature.

In answer to A. B. 100, of Dayton, Ohio, asking 
which is the best way to draw the patterns for the four 
miters shown on page 27 of April 6th issue of THE

two patterns shown are all that is necessary to make the 
four miters A. B. C. and D., as miter B. and D. are the

eran. There is other work that will try the patience of 
the experienced man. Too many employers and cus- 
tomers go on the theory that a tinner’s skill is not a 
factor in the market. I know an instance in a leading 
city in central Illinois that shows the injustice tinners 
get for their skill. A man had a furnace that he bought 
from a cheap Chicago concern that sells direct to con- 
sumers, and had it set up by one local tinner, and he 
had trouble in heating one of the rooms; so he calls on 
a second local tinner to see what the trouble was. This 
tinner called, and at first glance said that the pipes to 
the room were laid at wrong angles. Now, the tinner 
only knew this by careful study of heating literature, 
and it was his special knowledge that enabled him at a 
glance to see what the matter was. Well, what do you 
think that mean old curmudgeon did? Why, he went 
to the first tinner, who originally set up the furnace, and, 
by making a kick, had him remedy his defective work 
free, and when the second tinner brought in a bill of 
a measly 75 cents, for coming up to his house and point- 
ing out the difficulty, this honorable and leading citizen 
refused to pay it, on the ground that the tinner hadn't 
done any work. Now if, instead of being a local tinner, 
this same heating student had been living in Chicago 
andstyled himself a heating and ventilating engineer, and 
this same curmudgeon had called on him for his advice, 
he would have received $10 and railroad expenses at 
the very least, and yet the tinner having this sam 
knowledge, for which he had to buy several $3.50 or 4 
books, and spend long hours to get, can’t collect a beg 
garly 75 cents for the same work, owing to the popula! 
notion that it is a tinner’s manual and not his menta 
work that amounts to anything.

THE HEAVY DEMAND FOR POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Another evidence of the great commercial activity 
prevailing in the country has become manifest in the 
enormous demand for postage stamps. “This is so 
heavy and persistent,” says the Washington Post, “that 
the reserve stock of stamps at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing has become much lessened. The law re- 
quires that there should be kept constantly on hand at 
the bureau 100,000,000 one-cent and 200,000,000 two- 
cent stamps. Heretofore there has never been any diffi- 
culty in supplying the current demand for stamps, and, 
at the same time, in maintaining the reserve required by 
law. Most of the time a good supply above the reserve 
has been kept on hand. Recently, however, the increased 
demand has drawn so heavily on the reserve that there 
are now only 150,000,000 twos and 36,000,000 of ones 
in the stamp vaults. The Treasury Department has. 
therefore, decided to increase the-hours of the employes 
in the stamp division of the bureau and try to replenish 
the reserve.”

Iron and steel are aggressively strong, despite the 
fact that pig iron production is close to the maximum 
of last year; stocks are still decreasing. The fixing of 
Bessemer ore rates at $4.25 per ton has been a pleas- 
ant surprise to independent producers, who can. figure 
reasonable profits at present prices for iron. Good rates 
of iron and billets are noted at Pittsburg at last wee ’s 
prices. Finished products are active and most mills 
are sold ahead beyond July, despite the drop in export 
tradesome good orders are being received, one for a large 
quantity of rails is said to be for South America. An 
order for Glasgow is also noted, and a 4,300 ton order 
for structural material for a dock in Japan has gone to 
Pittsburg. New bridge and skyscraper construction will 
take a large quantity of material. Plates are higher and 
an advance in bars is noted from St. Louis. Copper 
has sympathized with the stock market, and is reported 
higher abroad. 


THE MARKET FOR IRON. 

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, in their report of 
April 10, say: “At the present time the feature of the 
market is the demand for iron for long forward ship- 
ment. Sales for the last half of the year have been fre- 
quent, while sales for delivery the third quarter have 
been very much in evidence. The bulk of the buying 
has been by large concerns in big blocks. It is evident 
that they are determined to take no chances on the 
future. There has been nothing feverish during the 
week. There has not been the previous rush and excite- 
ment, but there has been a steady and regular demand. 

“Consumption is keeping up at a wonderful rate, 
and requests from customers for faster shipment are 
pressing. In fact, many are trying to get their iron 
shipped in advance of contract specifications. From now 
on consumption of foundry iron is bound to increase. 


PIG IRON. 

There is. little change to be noted in pig iron. 
Foundrymen are doing much thinking. They are con- 
sidering the advisability of making purchases for the 
last half of the year. If there were any assurance that 
prices would maintain through the year their present 
and late quotations nothing could prevent a large im- 
petus towards the covering of these distant needs.
